L This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on February 17, 2006. Claim 1 
is amended claims 2-5 are newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
relates to a display unit having a display driver IC and an MPU controlling the display driver IC 
and an electronic device using the display unit. The closest prior art of Furuhashi et al (JP 2000- 
148080) shows a similar system which also having display driver IC and the CPU for controlling 
the display driver IC of the display unit. However, Furuhashi fails to disclose. 

"the display driver IC sending ED information from the ID setting circuit to the MPU in 

accordance with a signal generated by the command decoder decoding ID monitor 

command". 

This distinct feature has been added to the sole independent claim and renders it 
allowable.
